necessarily spell good health. So as- 
serts Dr. Arthur H. Steinhaus, chair- 
man of the Health Instruction Section 
of 
the 
American 
Association for 


Health, Physical Education and Recre- 
ation. 


Dr. Steinhaus said his comment was 


provoked by an 'epidemic of weight 
lifting that is sweeping the country, 
accelerated recently by the interest 
in 'keeping fit' suggested by the na- 
tion's preparedness program " • 


" P."Steinhaus, membe^of "thex" staff 


of George Williams College, asserted 
he didn't want to discourage the 
grunting and straining of the big 
muscle boys,'but felt moved to com- 
ment on the "strange ideas" held by 
some of the "fanatical" weight lifters. 


"These," he said, "include the belief 


that by building big muscles one in- 
creases his resistance to disease. This 
is not true. Another is that weight 
lifting' helps digestion. It does not do 
so in any direct way at all. Some of 
the lifters also believe their lifting 
develops endurance. 


"Tests, however, show that weight 


lifters have relatively small fast-beat- 
ing hearts, while distance runners, 
who really have endurance, have large 
slow-beating hearts, proving weight 
lifting docs not develop the heart 
muscles."

WASHINGTON -(IP}— 
President 


Roosevelt's defense production chief 
told congress Snturcloy it would be 
InFc 1941 before the U. S. could sup- 
ply any great amount of aid to Bri- 
tain under the lend-lease bill "un- 
less we take products out of exist- 
ing facilities." 


This official, William F. Knudsen, 


recommended passage of the legisla- 
tion to lend and lease munitions of 
war to Britain for her fight with the 
Axis powers on the ground that "this 
is part of our own dcren.sc." 


Appearing before the house foreign 


affairs committee, Knudsen was ask- 
ed by Rep. Rogers, R., Mass., whether 
he was satisfied with the defense 
program, 


"Well, I think we arc doing as well 


as could be expected," Knudsen re- 
plied. "I think we are doing fairly 
well the real showing won't start 
until the tools arc ready."

Arkansas Workers 
Advised to 
Remain at Home 


LITTLE ROCK — D. Palmer Pat- 


terson,' Director of the' Arkansas: State 
Employment Service, has just return- 
ed from a three day inspection trip 
of Ft. Leonard Wood near Rolla, 
Missouri. His trip was made for the 
purpose of securing any possible job 
openings for Arkansas workmen. On 
nis return he said: 


"I would say do not go to Fort 


Leonard Wood near Rolla, but if you 
lave to go, take your long woolen 
underwear, a pair of rubber boots and 
include a 20 ton caterpillar in your 
tool kit to pull your car out of the 
mud. 
Be prepared to sleep in your 


car, six deep in tourist cabins or to 
spend two hours n day fighting traf- 
fic for 50 miles from Camp in order 
to find a place to stay. You will be 
lucky if you get through without a 
smashed oil pan or bent fender. Sev- 
eral thousand more people are regis- 
tered in the Rolla Employmnt Office 
than can be placed at this time and 
Jie State Director of Missouri advises 
me that Misouri will- be- able to sup- 
ply sufficient labor for at least se- 
veral weeks to come. The Arkansas 
State Employment Service Office has 
no pending orders from the Camp 
near Rolla and a negligible percent- 
age would be lucky enough to secure 
jobs if they went there without a 
definite request from the Missouri Of- 
fice, Until we get such a request it 
would do no good to issue any re- 
ferral cards. Practically all of those 
who go on their own initiative would 
spend days of waiting at their own 
expense in very crowded and unsatis- 
factory living quarers." 


Government barracks arc available 


for only 900 of the 5600 men now work- 
ing at the Camp. It is entirely a Un- 
ion job with Union card and book or 
permit required together with the of- 
ficial Social Security number card. 


"In the past year," added 
Mr. 


Elaine Ellington, Manager of the Hope 
office, "We have sent workers from 
this community the earliest possible 
every time that any job openings 
were available in other localities and 
could be filled through orderly clear- 
ance procedure. We have been ad- 
vised that we have also saved many 
unemployed individuals needless ox- 
]X3iise and disappointment by advis- 
ing them not to make useless trips 
to highly publicized projects where 
no job openings were available to 
them. 


"Skilled workers should register foi 


work at their local State Employment 
Office. The Hope office maintains a 
continuous check on job oportunities 
throughout Arkansas and all neigh- 
boring states."

ROME —(/P)— Virgino: Gayda, au- 


thoritative Italian editor, 
Saturday 


accused "American interventionists," 
leaded by Roosevelt" of seeking to 
provoke Germany and Italy into some 
action which would justify the U. S, 
in going to war against the Axis. 


With a four-column editorial in his 


Rome newspaper Gayda cited the U. 
S. Senate naval committee's report on 
the naval construction bill, 
issued 


last May 15, as "belying the argu- 
ment that an Axis victory over Bri- 
tain would endanger America." 


"The Axis powers are following 


!irmly and tranquilly developments in 
the North American war movement 
which can worry the American peo- 
ple more than the war method," Gay- 
da wrote. 


Interventionists, 
Gqyda 
declared, 


'arc throwing themselves into a clan- 
destine intervention with every mans, 
in an open provocation, with the most 
open violation of international law, 
hoping that the limit of the Axis 
powers' toleration and war defense 
necessity will finally be reached and 
that reactions will come from them 
would then be passed off as a new 
aggressive move to which the U. S. 
would have to reply with force." 


Gayda declared that his editorial 


inswered the "malignant" speeches of 
Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Hull "and 
their satellites" who defined U. S. 
aims in aiding Britain as defense 
of the U. S. against invasion and 
'defense of the people's liberty against 
the so-called tyrannical regimes." 


Gayda insisted that the senate com- 


mittee's 'report-sh&wed that thcsefairns 
"not only arc inconsistent but de- 
liberately invented."

LONDON—(/P)—Five German bombs 


fell in a London residential district 
Saturday when Nazi bombers made 
their first daylight raid on the capital 
in 12 days. 


The raiders were met by the fire of 


ground batteries. The barrage center- 
ed on the southeast approach to Lon- 
don which the attackers used. 


The port of Swansee in south Wales, 


about 45 miles west of Cardiff, bore 
the brunt of German aerial attacks on 
Britain Friday night. The government 
acknowledged a number of fires had 
been started by the raiders but de- 
clared "the situation was always well 
in hand." The number of casualties in 
Swansee, a town of 165,000 population, 
was officially described as "not large" 
but some fatalities were reported in 
an unidentified place in Devon, Eng- 
land. 


RAF bombers were said to have 


bombed Axis ships off the Dutch coast 
Friday, scoring direct hits on four 
ships .sinking one, and leaving two 
others listing.

WASHINGTON -(#)- A declara- 


tion that a radio station "can not 
be an advocate," but must -present 
"all sides of important public ques- 
tions fairly, objectively and without 
bias" came Friday from the Federal 
Communications Commission. 


It reprimanded station WAAB of 


Boston "for past practices," but re- 
newed its license because, it said, 
John Shepard III, president of the 
Yankee Network Inc., the license, had 
pledged not to "color or editorialize" 
news in the future. 


Beginning early in 1937 and con- 


tinuing through September ,1938, the 
commission said, it was the policy 
of station WAAB "to broadcast so- 
called editorials from time to time 
urging the election of various can- 
didates for political office or sup- 
porting one side or another in var- 
ious questions in public controversy." 
In these editorials, the commission as- 
serted, "no pretense was made at ob- 
jective, impartial reporting."

that approximately one-third of the 
nation's total steel capacity is either 
not being used at all or is being 
used far less effectively than it might 
be It sets foith along the lines of 
the Reuther lepoit to suggest ways" 
in which existing facilities could be 
made to yield much' higher produc- 
tion. 


In opposition to this labor plan, of

You can use one or two cups of 


chopped peanuts in a nut 
loaf or 


croquettes. Either make a good main 
dish for lunch or dinner. The standard 
mixture for a nut loaf includes chop- 
ped or ground nuts, chopped veg- 
etables, a cereal, and a thick sauce 
for a binder. Crisp vegetables like 
celery green pepper, or raw carrots 
improve the texture of the loaf. 


The mixture for croquettes is softer 


and more moist than for a loaf. 
Mashed potatoes, bean pulp, or some 
of the cooked cereals make a satis- 
factory base. 


Chopped peanuts can be used in 


poultry stuffing, in mil breads and 
muffins, in cakes and cookies. 
They 


can be used also in the same way us 
pecans in pie filling. 
For a sand- 


wich that is crunchy, mix coarsely 
ground peanuts with a little cream 
for a sandwich spread. 


A large part of the peanut crop is 


always made into peanut butter, for 
which there are numberless attraclive 
ways of serving, Miss Fletcher, says. 
One that may be a little oul of the or- 
dinary is a cream soup made with 4 
tablespoonfuls of peanut butter fur 
each quart of milk. Another very 
flavorful combination is tomato and 
peanut-butter soup. 
Also, for pea- 


nut butter biscuits, use 4 tablespoon- 
fuls of peanut butter in place of 2 
tablespoonfuls of the fat ordinarily 
called for are another pleasing varia- 
tion. 


Peanut-butter sauce is a milk sauce 


containing enough peanut butter for 
distinct flavor. It's good on boiled 
onions, potatoes, rice and other veg- 
etables. 


Whatever use you make of them, as 


chopped peanuts or peanut butter, 
peanuts have high food values. They 
furnish vitamin B and G, as well us 
protein which becomes "complete" or 
efficient 
when combined 
with the 


proteins of wheat. 
Of course, 
lik< 


other nuts, peanuts have a large fat 
content—over 40 per cent. That's why 
it's best to eat peanuts as part of a 
meal, combined with other food ma- 
terials, rather than by themselves, as 
a bet ween-meal nibble, Miss Fletcher 
says.

Arkansas will have another large 


and strong Farm 'Bureau in 1941 only 
if there is a desire on the part of 
farmers themselves to build organiza- 
tions in their communities and coun- 
ties, Mr. Dodson said. He recalled the 
recent Organization Conference at the 
American Farm Bureau Federation at 
which farmers from every agricultural 
state in the union were agreed that: 
"Farm Bureau membership is the re- 
sult of effort on the part of many 
loyal volunteer-leaders and member- 
ship increases • with the interest of 
leaders." 


One cardinal point to remember in 


planning a membership campaign, he 
said, is: "The work must be done by 
either (1) a few leaders doing all of 
the work or (2) a number of leaders 
sharing the work. Men and women 
who are willing to devote a little time 
and effort to a membership cam- 
paign for a few days should organize 
within themselves to do the job and 
then assume the responsibility until it 
is finished. Experience h astaught us 
that this is the most successf uwaly to 
a successful membership campaign." 


By staging our membership cam- 


paign this month and in February and 
March we can get it completed early 
in the year and the remainder of the 
time can be spent on developing ag- 
gressive programs" in communities and 
counties and in cooperating with othed 
counties and states in pushing the state 
and national programs to successful 
completio, Mr. Dodson pointed out.

with the Army and Navy, I find 
that- the greatest renl or potential 
labor shortage apparently , is in the 
following fields: designers 
of dies, 


tools, machinery and instruments; in- 
spectors or materials, instruments,'1 po- 
wer units, chemicals and explosives; 
marine and production engineers and 
supervisors; naval architects; and me- 
tallurgists. The office of education 
says both Kansas University and Kan- 
sas State College are participating 
in the 64-college program which al- 
ready has spread to 33 states. You 
will have to satisfy the engineering 
school giving the courses that you arc 
equipped either by technical train- 
ing or experience to take up the stud- 
ies you desire. Since each college in- 
dividually is a judge of its own re-
